begins to yield to the genial influences of spring. 

- The chief importance of Bolingbroke and the 
swallows, so far as this chronicle isconcerned, is 
that they have not the remotest connection with it 
in any form orshape. They are not down upon its 
map. Indeed,itisnotby any means Certain that 
the Atlantaman went to Bolingbroke. He may 
have stopped ut Forsyth or at Barnesville, and the 
resum would have been the same. He would 
have been compelled to return to Atlanta in either 
case—a felicitousending toany journey, short or 
long. 

Relying on the facts set forth in the foregoing, as 
well asonthe general accuracy of various essays 
and proverbs of similar import, rome Atlanta peo- 
ple, habitants of West Eud, resolved, one fine day 
in September, to journey north and return. One 
had business in Lexington, inthe Valley of Vir- 
ginia, another had business in New York, and an- 
other had business in Boston. Thus it was (to 
bring prefatorial notes to the guillotine) that these 
Atlanta people found themselves, after the usual 
preliminaries, rattling up theShenandoah Valley, 
where, some years ago, there was a very different 
kind of rattling. 

A more beautiful panorama than that to be seen 
from the car windows it would be impossible to 
conceive; for, while objects close at hand 
whisked themselves out . of _ sight in a 
twinkling, the mountains, more remote, seemed 
to follow and keep pace with the train. Across the 
top of these theclouds were trailing their wet and 
heavy skirts, the heavens conspiring to lend variety 
to the imposing procession. The farms sped by, 
but not too quickly for the Fat Pilgrim who 
is utilitarian in his views, to make some seasonable 


| tourists, 


Jap 


remarks. 

‘*This,’’ he said, with a gesturesweeping enough 
to include three hundred miles of Vir ginian terri 
tory, “is What otr Georgia hills need—two-horse 
plows, bard work, and cropsof clover and the 
grasses to enrich the soil. Look at those hay ricks 
The sight of such an immense accumulation of hay 
would frightena Ceorgia horse to death, whereas, 
in this climate, even the sheep are bold enough to 
nibble at it.” 3 

There is no doubt that the scenery of the valley 
isimproved by the absence of cotton. The two- 
horse plow, the harrow and all the improved farm 
machinery take the place of the ‘‘bull-tongue’’ and 
the ‘‘sweep.’’ There are no gin-houses, and nota 
solitary packirg screw extends its arms in supplica- 
tion to the weather and the commission merchant. 

Fine cattle stray aboutin the pastures, and sleek 
broad mares gaze in mild wonder at the puffing 
train as it climbs the steepgrades. Here, at least, 
the cotton mania has never brought despair. The 
deep scars left by the war have all healed, The 
devastation wrought by Sheridan and Hunter has 
been repairea and peace and plenty reign undis- 
turbed in the Shenandoah Valley, but King Cotton 
continues tocarry on the war in Georgia, and his 
victims multiply. 

Beautiful as the scenery of the Shenandoah 
Valley is,itceases to be particularly interesting 
the moment the pilgrim on his way to Lexington 
learns that he must wait six hours at a little ra:l- 
way station where a connecting road refuses to 
connect. The pilgrimsin this instance concluded 
to go to the nextstation nd trust to Providence 
for a conveyance; and Providence was kind. The 
carriage was waiting, and they immediately be- 
gun the journey of six miles across the mountain. 

There is nothing more insignificant than a town 
bnilt in a valley around which the mourttains tow- 
erand frown. But forthe Virginia Military Insti- 
tute and the Washington and Lee University, 
Lexington would shrink in the memory to an ill- 
kept hotel, where the bill of fare is chiefly made up 
of very coldand very tough beefsteak and inspiring 
views of the everlasting hills. But the pilgrims 
thought little of these things at the time. They 
were on their way to see a young man who had 
preceded them and taken up his anode at the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute. After they had seen this 
young man and found that the admirable discip ine 
of the Institute was bringing theeoslor back to 
his cheeks, the pi'grims bad time to remember that 
Lexington had other claims upon their attention. 

Here Stonewali Jackson, the genius of the war, 
lived and moved in the disguise of a professor.

Everything 
was in readiness for the march; but the 
great commander gave nosign. With his eyes fixed 
upon space he stood immovable, ‘Major, we are 
ready,’’ said one of the officers. Still there was no 
sign given. Presently the bell of the clock rang 
out *‘One!’’ Before the sound had died away, the 
command was given, ‘‘Right face! Forward!’’ It 
was the spirit of discipline that prompted Jackson 
to wait for the stroke of the bell, and it was the 
spirit of discipline coupled with his own genius, 
that givesto his feats of generalship the flavor of 
miracles 

He carried into the field the patience and devo- 
tion with which he wrought and toiled as a profes- 
sor, and he shared to the utmost the discipline 
which he imposed upon his men. “He was my 
rightarm!’’ said Lee. “He was our hope!’’ said 
tne south, and his name and his fameare cherished 
in the north as well asin the south. Only the other 
day his widow was the guest of Boston, and she 
felt, as the whole country must feel, 
that the honors paid to her were tributes 
to the genius of her husband. Boston has not out- 
stripped the south in this business, for among the 
best people here the name and fame of Abraham 
Lincoln are held in the highest honor. One was a 
soldier, the other a statesman,but both were Amer- 
icans in the best sense. 

All this has been better said before, but there is 
no reason why the pen should not be allowed torun 
away with the ink bottle, particularly since all this 
is written milesaway from the strenuous discipline 
ofthe V.M.I. The pilgrims are indebted to Gen- 
eral Frank Smith, who has charge of the institute, 
for many courtesies. They were shown through the 
comfortable and substantial buildings and escorted 
around the beautiful grounds. They were intro- 
duced to professors who appeared to be absorbed 
in their books, and shown the sleek old sorrel that 
earried Stonewal) Jackson through his campaigns. 
The old horse browses contentedly on the campus, 
and seems very much at home there.

The view from the campus is worth going to see, 
and the frowning battlements of the Institute give 
Lexington an importance that it would not other’ 
wise possess.

They are a definite part of the 
picture which the pilgrims carried away in their

Virginia pointed out to his companions a 
shadowy range of mountains away to the left, and 
told the story of the retreat from Laural Hill, of 
which he was one of ihe survivors. The history of 
that retreat—particularly of the retreat of the small 
company of men of which the pilgrim had charge 

would form one of the most terrible chapters of 
the war. The little squad commanded by the pil- 

rim was lost in the mountains. For days and 
ays the men wandered among the laurel thickets. 
They couid light no fires at wight for tear Of cap- 
ture, aud they were Compelied to face death from 
gtaryation, They subdsisted upon the bark of the 
trées, née AY otter was killed, and the famished 
men ate him raw, making way with the very hide. 
It is along story, and cannot be told here, but it 
shouldbe told some day in order that the history 
of that period may be complete.

So many places, built a pontoon bridge across 
Savannah river, a little 
Petersburg, which is at the mouth of Broad 
river, or in other words, at the junction of 
the two rivers. This pontoon was about half 
way between Washington, Georgia and Abbe 
ville, South Carolina. inthe early part of ’65, 
there was an almost continual stream of 
soldiers going and coming on that road. About 
three and one half miles from che bridge 
Lincoln county, Georgia, lived the widow 
David Mims Moss, with fier three smal! 
children. They owned a fine plantation, 
were in a prosperous condition, with plenty 
of everything around them. When the 
stream of soldiers first started, being a soldier 
myself, and knowing what she would have to 
go through, I advised her to move back intu 
her plantation, ifonly in alog cabin, and 
Stay out there until tuings settled. That the 
soldiers wouldeat herout of houseand home, 
I had seen many 8uch instances, and thought 
{ wou)d warn her, but the spirit of our noble 
southern woman was implanted as deeply in 
her as anyone, as she replied, “No, I will stay 
here; and divide the last mouthful with the 
poor fellows.’’ Asthe days roiled on there 
seemed no diminution of the numbers pass- 
ing, rather on the iucrease. 
THE DISTINGUISHED REFUGEES, 

One evening a larger crowd came up 
to ber house than usual, finer teams, 
finer dressed men, every thing betokened 
some distinguished personage, At 
last a tall, fine looking gentleman 
came up, andintroduced hintSelf as General 
Breckenridge, asked for supper and a room, 
said they would not stay the night, oniy 
wanted the room for a short time. She opened 
her parlor to them, and in a short time the 
room was full of gentiemen, also boxes of 
various sizes, Mrs Muss soon found out that 
she was entertaining President Davis and his 
cabinet. Her health at that time was very 
bad, and she became very much excited over 
all that was going on, and could not sleep, 
About one o'clock am. she heard knocking at 
the parlor door, and answered it in person, 
She was met by General Breckenridge, who 
gave her fifty dollars in gold, and turning 
around and looking atthe confused state of the 
parlor,the boxes, papers and etc,iyingin every 
direction, said to her, we give you what we 
leave. I was under the impression that the 
last cabinet meeting Was beid then, but C ap- 
tain McLendon says in Washington. Maybe 
he iscorrect. After they had all gone Mrs. 
Moss retired, and next morning she and a 
young sister went in the parlorto clean up. 
They commenced moving the boxes, but at 
last they came upon One that was very heavy, 
They examined it. and found that it_was full 
of tiie Sinest diamond jewelry, and all other 
kinds. They secretly moved the box in Mrs, 
Moss’s bed-room and sm it under the bed, 
and that night tmose two lone ladies carried it 
in the garden and buried it. The garden had 
all been freshly spaded up for the regular 

ring work, and it was not noticed. Fora 

ort time things moved on very quiet,At last 
several yankees came up and made enquiries 
about the box, butshe told them she knew 
nothing about it and they left. Then came 
on the gold excitement, several of the best 
people were taken and hanged by the thumbs, 
to make them tellabout or give up the gold. 
All this excitement was too much fgr Mrs. 
Moss’s already enfeebled system, and she was 
compelled to take her bed, W hile lying there, 
she brooded over ber secret, and at last con- 
cluded, that she would tell everything to her 
pastor and act on his advice. She did so. Her 
pastor was, if l remember correc: ly, Rev. L. 
W. Stephens, now of Hart. He, after bearing 
her story, very wisely told her to keep it, it 
was certainly hers, more so than any one else, 
It was given her by General Breckenridge, 
even if by mistake, it was hers until the 
proper parties called for it.

A REMINISCENCE OF TOs 
About the time 
Mrs. Moss’s message, the | 
an unsuccessful attempt to capture Gen- 
eral Toombs. In his thoughts for a safe re- 
treat, he struck out for the forks of Broad and 
Savannah rivers, and he came to my house, 
After being with meafew days, I thought | 
would go with him-to an island in Savannah 
river, containing about 300 acres, on which 
wasabigh bill, from the top all the ap- 
proac hes tothe island could be seen. Hecon- 
cluded to stay, and I went back home, in- 
tending to go back and carry him such news 
as 1 could get. Providince never intended 
that the general should be a prisoner. When 
I reached bome I found the 12th Kentucky 
cavalry, Major Harrison commanding, en- 
camped in a few hundred yards of my house, 
Major H. and staff at the house. My wife, 
when she saw them coming ran in the sitting 
room, and took down a large picture of 
General Toombs, ran in the kitchen and 
threw itin the fire. She said that if General 
T. came back they would know him by the 
picture, and without thinking, she destroyed 
it. Captain C. E. Irvin, of Washington, ar- 
rived at my house that day, with messages 
from the general’s family and friends. ‘That 
evening we went to see him. The next day | 
weLt Over again, and we went upon that hili. 
We could see squads of yankees all about, up 
and down the river, | became uneasy and 
told the general that | thought best for him 
‘ome out that night, and go back of my 
place in a iarge body of old fields, grown up 
in pines, and the branches thi kK with under- 
growth. That night, after finding where 
their pickets were, | went over, I had intend 
ed to have br rought over General ‘T’s horse, 
but we conciuded that we would make too 
much cee sol brought him overin a bat- 
teaux. It was the darkest night I ever saw, 
I could not see the water when sitting in the 
boat, I could just make out the outlines of 
the tree tops on the bank, but we got ar 
all safe, and he mounted my horseand I took 
it afoot. My, how dark it was, I had to get 
down a dozeu times on my Knees ank feel for 
the path, but after many troubles we got back 
of my house, where I had little better going 
We were about three hours cominga mile 
anda half, I carried him to about thecenter 
of that old field and left him and returned 
home. I found that Major Harrison had 
moved his head quarters, but had left the 
whole regiment still at my house. None of 
them had mentioned General T’s name, but 
their coming so quick after their attempt at 
Washington, made me think that that was 
their object. A few days after they asked 
one of my negro men if General Toagmbs was 
not about, the negro replied he knew noth- 
aboutit. Strange to say every negro of any 
age that I owned, knew General T. as well as 
any one, especially one of my house women 
that had lived with my mother in Washing- 
ton, on lot adjoining General T's. The re- 
ward that was offered was from 5,900 to 25,000 
dollars. I was uneasy, not knowing what 
minute I would be taken up, but everything 
wentoffas wellas could be expected til 
about the 8th day of the yankees stay, I had 
seen for several days that I was being watch- 
ed, but Lthrew them off every time, I was 
satisfied that when they come upon the gen- 
eral, as he said to me frequently, ‘“‘Hell will 
be to pay”’ I wiil die before I will surrender, 
and he meant-every word he said.

Quantity and 
quality together are to determine the force of a 
man A Man’s Drain untrained is like achest of 
tools in the hands ofa man whe does not know 
how to use them. There are thousands of men 
every where whose brains are like a many bladed 
knife only one of which he can open and use, and 
the Others are setin rust. An educeti¢a is simply 
teaching the man how to use the tools. 

We are apt to suppose that governments are 
things of choice and that it is eptional with ou 
people to institute suck gevernments as they 

lease. But the goverument will take its form 

rom the-nature of the people over which it obtains. 
An ignorant and a brutal people can never have a 
free government. A peonle sunk low in the ani- 
mal life must be governed iust as much as the 
horse,andthe ox and the ass. Self-government 
never cau come exoept of the full development of 
the common people 

The lowest stage in whick man lives may be call- 
ec. the hunter stage. In the very nature of things 
itscatters men. There never can be cohesive society. 
One stage above that is the shepherd ¢ondition of 
comm snities But then they follow their flocks and 
change pasiure, and have no certa’n abiding place. 
Itis not untilthe agricalteral period comes in that 
cam munities begin to be formed, and the purely 
pyiicultural Community is pelatively low. When 
manufactnring is added and thena distributing 
commerce, we have at last the full form of commun- 
ity. And where a community has been unde- 
veloped, uninstructed, unable to think wisely, to 
choose, loexecute, somebody must doit for them. 
So comes in the absolute ehief or king. When, 
through gradual unfolding and culturea commu- 
nity hes many men that can think,then naturally 
comes the aristocrscy, as well as monarchy. A 
larger class are admitted around the throne to ex- 
ertinfiuence. Litthe by little comes in the middle 
Classes as the y become —e to think and to 
act im combination. Then at dest dawns 

the period in which the people are 
Autticiently intelligent to think, to choose 
and toéctin co-operation; andin each of these 
cases the government is Gompulsory: thatis, it must 
be aggeverument which is adapted to their waits 
in any era or condition of the people. | lf.it be a: bi- 
trary or absolute, it is because ithe people need it. 
[f it be zaore liberal ane distributed, it is because 
there are more that think and act, and son through 
to the very end. 

Now.w? have come iz these ends of the «arth and 
in these latter days to a condition diametrically 
opposite to that with which the race began. Self 
governm ont is the law of this jaud—of mang others, 
and increasingly of the whole human famiky. 

The first steps were education up to natural laws 
and natsrai necessities. Jt is comparatively a later 
period belcre we find institutions ordained ex- 
pressiy te drill the intelLigenee of men. The earli- 
e'tof which we have any record are the schools of 
Rgypt—that remarkable land! There the day star 
of intelligence and civilizwtion rose £ rst—rose. too. 
advanciig from the interior—from Ethiopia. And 

that land that has for ages been the lowestof the 
low (there 4s historical ewidenee) was the ver” first 
in itsown time. schools in Egypt, however. 
limited in numbérand in furction. Like al! other 
things it had toge through whe process of erolu- 
tion. Fortr Egypt on)x the royal family was edu. 
cated. That iucluded the whole priexhoed. But 
they were educated, notia the sense which we em- 
ploy that tezm, to intelligence, but oniy to know! 
edge. Chere is'a wide difference between 
intelligence and knowledge. Intelligence is that 
condition of &e brain by whieh itisableto tindeut 
knowledge—to think for iwelf: to apply knowledge 
toail the phpses of experience. But knowledge 
may be had without any intelligence as we fiud so 
many graduating from college with much know?- 
edge and no sense? We find, too, men that have 
been deprived of the privileges of educatior 
through choelasiic forms who are, after all, keen, 
sagacious, able to turn things into ideas.and ideas 
back into things. Multituées of men, on the 
other hand, who Dave had the most sedulovs cul- 
ture, have, like too much of the culture ofour soil, 
@w& austed the sei]. Oaly kingsand priests were ed. 
ucated in kyypt,and thatto ksowledge—namely, 
the Knowledge of.bhow to govern. That was the be- 
ginning and the en? of it. Bet, forthe eommon 
people, it Was asin, it was a vice, it wasa crime, 
for them to pry into s:znowledge. It wasa private 
privilege; it was a prerogative of the high classes; 
and it was wroog fortre common people of Egypt 
to have educatiusr, ever in the limited form which 
existe there. 

Of course there were other places; there wuse 
someschools, evidently because, @hen next we 
trace the historic development of scrools it is ir 
Greece, and they have already growl Upa great way 
over the Egyptian eehools. For now, iu Greece eve- 
rybody coula be edweated who had the means- 
cvers baly, Imean, excep(glaves aud women, for 
they have almostalweys, inantiquity, ranked alike 
Rud oiton alike outaf antiquity, aud mauy of the 
common elementsattach to them yet alike. 

Were there no women educated in Greeee* A 
1t Maby—too many; in ert, in literagure, in 
music, in history. in philesaphy—eveu in stat s- 

yalsnip. t in Greece a woman thet was 
ughly accomplisbea and highly educated was 
surtesac Of Course. It was a preparation fer that 
life. ln Greece, in her best days, if a woman would 
have a reputation for virtue sue must be thedrudge 
of the household . she must be ignorant. All this is 
so contrary to all our ideas than we can seareely 
conceive that vyirtueand iguerance should be inter 
changeable terms. But they wereinz Greece, in ter 
paimy days. Wescarcely cau understaud how it is 
tha! that Which we noW strive WO give ‘o every one 
of our daughters—accomplishments, and intelli- 
gence, and Kiyggimdge—in Greéee should be the 
sign, u niversa Mg eeeers 00d, of immodesty. 8o it 
was; aud the WomeéTe@rwhom we shouid be proud 
was understood everywhere to be approachable. 

And this throws great lighi on passages of Scrip- 
ture thatare simple enough in the lighvof this his- 
torical fact; and which hasgreatly perplexed ali the 
interprevere of sacred writ. 

Paul says: ‘‘I] suffer not a woman toteach in your 
temples. Lei your women keep silence’’ Well, to 
whom did he say those Ulings? In Corintbiaus, 
and in his epistle to Timotby, Corinth, pre- 
eminently a Grecian city, Timothy, a Greek bishop 
‘of the Greek city of Asia Minor. Nowhere is there 
ove word of limitation to woman's right 
rh te Hebrews. And to the honor of 
that nation be it said, that from the earliest 
of their recorded history womau has stood 
with more freedom aud more houor than in any 
other oriental pation. Anda woman could do any- 
thing that God made her abletodo. Shecould be 
a ruler, she could be & judgeor a propaoet. What- 
ever she had acharter to, in her own creation, that 
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she wasfreetodo. The whole spiritof theold He- 
brew economy hadin it theelement of honor unto 
all women In Greeceit wasthe other way. Woman 
was low, base, iguorant. vulgar. 

What was Paul's declaration to these Grecian Wwo- 
men, “Isuffernot your women to teach. They 
will keep silence.’’ He never would have said that 
to the Hebrew women. lf they had had the spirit 
of prophecy they would have prophesied undisturb- 
ed by injunctions. Iti simply saying this: that 
ina public whereeducation is asign of impurity, 
do not bring upon the chureh the imputation of 
being a nest of lewdness. AndI hear good men, 
meauing all right, go on quoting it and multitudes 
of the best churches that are existiug, are scrupu- 
lous lest the women should teach in the church. 
She may teach in the lecture - room, but 
not in the church, And yet we 
have unfolded Civilization to that extent 
thatwomen fsrethe teachers of the community. 
They fi!l mot only our primary schools but profes- 
sorshipsianour colleges. We make them our mis- 
sionaries,.and send them abroad tothe heathen, 
Butshe Must not speak inthe church! Sbe may 
speak anywhere else—on the platform, she may 
have conferences; in great missiouary annual 
meetings her voice 1 Sut she mus! 
notspeakin the church! Because Paul said: “! 
suffer not your women to speak.’’ Wasaty hing 
ever more preposterous? Was anything éver more 
tied Ti) superstition and fal int rpretation of text 
than that limitation of the rights of women 

Schools continued to multiply through the com 
ing ages; through somewhat «+c ipsed in thed 
ages, reappeared again afierward aud in modern 
Earope stilt increased in numer and efficiency. 
When at reach r own generation, we 
see that the world has turne: mpletely around, 
and that while in ancient timesit is wrong forthe 
common people to receive education, to-day itis 
“rong for them not two rece) Education 
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Two factsstand opponent. One is, that the pea 

» desire au education that used not to care for it 
the other is, the ruling pe rs just as anxious 
that they should not have an education as they are 
to have it. Either fact is remarkable; both 
together, very remurkable. Why isit thatcommon 

more in life today’? Because 
so unhappy and why should 

SO unbappy- Are they 

were? No; a great deal bet 

They are better housed, better clothed, better 

fed, and yet they suffer. For two reasons intelli- 
gence and growth always develop the upper man. 
ihe upper man has to have something that the ani- 
mal man did not need, Their aspirations, thelr 
longings are increased by intelligence, and there- 
fore their condition becomes irksome as the condi- 
tion of taeir fathers was not,ard especially iu 
another direction. inthe primitive days society, 
like all early things, was undeveloped. The top 
aud bottom of society was very Close together. 

Look atau oak tree that coversan acre; how broad, 
how high, how deep in the root. Look at the acorn 
from which itsprang, which is not bigger in space 
than your little finger end. 

Society,as it advancedun,folded gradually through 
the Ages. in the earlier ages the top and bottom 
were as close together as my two hands. Whea 
Abraham had 200 slaves in his family it was not very 
hard to be a slave; for then a mau bought his wife 
just as he would buy a horse. His children were 
buyable and sellable; life and death were in his 
hands. Jet the balloon stand still and let society 
go on developing, raising the top stairs higher and 
higher, without any iutermediate rounds The 
people, with weaith, with privileges, with luxuries, 
withgprerogatives, stair afver stair and by aud by 
the supercumbent weightof society is at housand 
folds ou the bottom than when it was next to the 
bottom. It comes down with a pressure, that it had 
not in the primitive ages. This is the condition in 
Europe to day. Itis on this account that the com 
mon people of Europe, hiving been told What 
philosophy is, desire education. They have had 
philosophers, and they have found out the divine 
decree (nat when God made man as an animal and 
then superinduced upon him the rational and mor- 
al nature, he decreed that the animal should always 
Stund under, and the rational and moral sense 
above..7 he animal should be under and the ration- 
al should be over. And, it meu in life are Content 
to unfuld only their prejudices and their passions, 
he will always staud among the animals until the 
judgment day, If they are discontented, they must 
be rooted oui‘ of their animal nature, then they 
would rise until they staud where the gods stand, 
and hearas the gods hear, in reason and moral 
sense. I want forall to be discontented. They 
ought to aspire to go up,; You Casnotgo up by sim- 
ply clubbiug together by unionsand combinations 
and mutual boosting. That will not-carry men up. 
they have got to go upby the way of the school 
house, by the way of intelligence, by the way of 
iudustry and by the way of integriy. Every man 
ought to beambitioustogo up by the only road 
that can help him, where there shall be no boosting, 
no buttressing. 

Why isit that kings desire education who use to 
forbid.cultureamong the cOmmon people’ They 
thought the common people would be ebove their 
positien if they were educated, but to day | believe 
they ail educate their common people. Why? First 
because they found it easier to direct end govern 
an intelligent nation than aniguorant one. Some- 
body hes said thatif a man marries au ignorant 
woman, thinking that he cau the more easily mon- 
age her, he will have all the rest of his life to medi 
tate on his mistake. (Applause.’ Kings have 
found this out, and have seen the more facile 
government. They are pow giving intelligence to 
their people. A strong argument fer education is 
the argumentof war. Ithas been found out that 
intelligence,makes better‘soldiers..tdid not use to be 
fo Cconsic ered and inthe old world the Macedonian 
phalanx, a thousand men linked together, went 
dowu agaiust their antagonists witha blow like an 
avalanete. It did . ot make any ry, 2 ape whether 
the soldiers knew anythtng or not, ff he only weigh- 
ed euough. Jt was the battle of avoirdupois. Lnhis 
isallyoue. A thousand men linked together to- 
day. why, ourartillery would lick them up in five 
miuwtes. The whole order of battle tas changed 
andisechanging. We aitenuate : thin 
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ANG out. the 
line, and yet our armies werénever more perfectly 
organized than now. The cemmander relies on 
the intellige. ce of the seldier, and the soldier un- 
derstauds the purposes of the commauder.

The general health of country is about 
the most — to look at, for 
health is worth more than wealth, or power 
or anything e lse, and [ tind that our state has 
the smallest death rate among the white pop 
ulatioa. The ditference between the whites 
and the negroes is set down at 25 per cent. 
but the compiler says it is more than that, for 
it was impossible to get true returns from the 
negroes at sie south—we all know very well 
by the sexton’s reports in our southern cities 
that it is at least 50 per cent and in many 
places a hundred. 

Georgia has fewer insane persons and idiots 
in her asylum in proportion tu population 
than any other state. Ohio has 150 per cent 
more and New York 200 per cent more, ang 
all the northern states from 5V to 200 per cent 
more. Georgia has the least number of white 
plisoners serving in the penitentiary and the 
chain gangs than any other state. If-it was- 
ent for the crimes committed by the negroes 
our prisoner account would be less than any 
state in the union, The death rate when com- 
pared with other states is very curious when 
we look at the diseases that people die of. 
Georgia had only 31 deaths from scarlet fever, 
and Iilinois had 1569, Georgia had 594 deaths 
from diptheria and Illinois bad 2422, Georgia 
had 1706 deaihsfrom consumption and I[lli- 
nois had 4653. The population of Iilinois is 
about double that of Georgia. 

Georgia has only 231 white prisoners in con: 
finement and Illinois has 3,336. These two 
states make a very fair cemparrison between 
the north and the south. New York has 12000 
prisoners, and not quite four times the popu- 
lation of ‘Georgia Witla her 231 prisoners, and 
yet the northern papers are aiwaysa using 
us about our lawlessness. They haveten sui- 
cides to our one Massachusetts has 4392 
paupers and Georgia has only 3 and there 
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Be, 
is but little differencein the pepulation of 
the two states. Georgia is in a much better 
condition than any northern state, so far as 
concerns her heaith, ber morality and the 
Sanity of her people. Her pauper population 
is not to be mentioned when compared with 
the northern states. 

But when we compare our industry with 
theirs we have nothing to bragof. One coun- 
ty in Ullinois made more wheat than ail Geor- 
gia. Two counties made more corn. Just 
think ofa state making 450 milion bushels of 
corn this year. Lliimots made 525 millions in 
1879, and the estimated crop for this year Is 
159 millions. Georgia wiil make only 20 mil- 
lions. But then, we bave coiton and they 
have none; we bave rice and sugar cane and 
they have nose. Nevertheless, they bave rye 
and burley, and hops, and hay, and oats, and 
hoys, aad beef cattie, and | ter, and cdeese, 
and a thousaod things tiat we have not, and 
their aggregate is mi ich larger than ours in 
value, according to area and population. 
They work harder than we do, they get up 
sooner and save more apd spend i¢ hey 
put more in the basket and less their 
backs and in their stomachs than we dy, 
When they spend anyof their earnings it is 
on their houses and barns and orchards.
